Special Event Station EI4LDF 


The Bayside Scouts Radio Group, with the co-operation of Howth Martello Tower 
Heritage Group and Fingal County Council will set up a Special Event station at the 
Tower on Saturday and Sunday November 22/23rd using the Callsign EI4LDF. The 
Station will commemorate the visit to the Howth Tower by American Inventor, Lee de 
Forest 100 years ago where he set up a Morse telegraph station and conducted 35 
wpm Morse code transmissions to another similar station located across the Irish sea 
near the South Stack Lighthouse, Anglesey, North Wales. 


On both days, the Tower will be open and offers an ideal opportunity for visitors to 
view the restoration work that has been completed inside. 


Access to the Martello Tower that overlooks Howth Harbour is from Abbey Street or 
from Balscadden Road. 


The Howth Heritage Group/Fingal County Council have accepted an offer of a private 
collector to have a permanent display of vintage telegraph and radios at the Tower and 
will be a new attraction at Howth for all radio enthusiasts when all is set up. 


The Station EI4LDF will be on air on both Saturday and Sunday from approx. 11 am 
until 6 p.m. on HF CW and SSB also on 2 meters.
